Raising camellias is as p op ular 
with

own camellia clubs. Wealthy am- 
ateilr growers sp end thousands of 
dollars on the hobby. 
And it can run into money. 
A 
small 
first year graft 
from 
a 
desirable variety may cost from 
$10 to $35. 
A 12 to 14 foot bush 
has sold for more than SI,000. 
“The trouble is that once 'mman 
gets one variety he starts w ant­ 
ing another,’’ said Cly T. Smith, 
p ostmaster here. 
“And that can 
lead quite a way. 
Some folks 
s iy there are 3,000 varieties, some 
say 800. 
“Nobody really know^s for sure, 
because the same variety has at 
least twelve names.” 
Two Hundred Varieties 
Smith, who has grown camel­ 
lias for fun for 25 years, has 200 
varieties 
himself. 
One 
Mobile 
man who started it as a hobby 
built his camellias into a mil­ 
lion-dollar business. 
They grow 
by the million on the buslies here 
But in the big cities they fetch 
up to $3.50 in florist shop s. 
“But most folks just grow' them 
for p leasure,” said Smith.
